Cover-Up Jury To Hear Damaging Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica today denied a 
request for a separate trial and for a 
mistrial from two of the defendants in 
the Watergate cover-up trial. 
Sirica acted just before Watergate 
prosecutors were scheduled to begin 
playing a series of 26 white House 
tapes they say is the most important 
part of their case. 
Among them is the last tape made 
public by Richard M. Nixon before he 


resigned the presidency. 
Shortly before rejecting a mistrial 
motion from defendant John N. Mit­ 
chell and a severance motion from 
defendant Kenneth W. Parkinson, 
Sirica agreed to another defense re­ 
quest that a word be struck from the 
June 23, 1972, tape to be heard by the 
jury today. 
Transcripts prepared by the special 
prosecutor’s office showed defendant 
H. R. Haldeman saying, “Gemstone,”

3 Arab States Cut 
Oil Prices, Hike 
Taxes, Royalties

Three Arab oil states have cut their 
oil prices by 3.5 per cent. But they also 
increased taxes and royalties charged 
foreign oil companies, making it 
unlikely that consumers will get any 
reduction. 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates announced on Sunday 
they were slicing 40 cents off the 
posted price of $11.65 per barrel of 
crude oil. They said this would remain 
in effect through next July.

Israelis 
Heighten 
Austerity 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Slum 
dwellers rioted in protest against the 
government’s new austerity program, 
but Premier Yitzhak Rabin warned 
that more severe measures will come 
soon. 
The premier said in a televised 
speech Sunday that since the war last 
year, “arms have poured into the Arab 
countries and we have had to confront 
this increased strength. 
“This will not be the last step,’’ he 
declared. “We have to face all the 
struggles — military, political, 
economic and social. I do not claim for 
a minute that we have solved these 
problems.” 
To halt the drain on Israel’s foreign 
currency reserves, the government 
early Sunday devalued the pound 43 
per cent; increased the prices of food, 
gasoline and electricity; froze wages; 
put a six-month ban on imports of cars, 
shoes, television sets, tape recorders, 
beer and cement; levied new taxes on 
overseas travel, banks, insurance 
companies and capital gains. 
The price of milk jumped from 15 to 
25 cents a quart. Sugar tripled, from 16 
to 48 cents a pound. Gasoline increased 
from $1.53 to $1.75 a gallon. 


The pound dropped from 4.20 to 6.00 
to the dollar. 
Treasury officials said the program 
would add about 17 per cent to the cost 
of living, which already has risen 34 
per cent this year. 


in reference to the code name for the 
plan to bug the Democrats in 1972.

Lawyers for Parkinson and Mitchell 
had made their request to Sirica based 
upon the disclosure last week of a 
memo written by Watergate burglar 
E. Howard Hunt. 
The memo had been kept from the 
prosecutors for more than a year by 
Hunt’s first lawyer, William O. Bin­ 
man. 
Defense lawyers had argued that the 
sudden appearance of the memo un­ 
fairly forced them to change their 
strategies in midstream. 
Meanwhile, the Supreme Court 
declined to hear arguments on whether 
the indictments of the six Watergate 
cover-up defendants should be in­ 
validated. 
The ruling lets stand a Court of 


Appeals decision which rejected a 
motion by H. R. Haldeman to strike 
down the indictments. Haldeman 
contended the grand jury which 
returned the indictments was not 
legally in existence since Congress ex­ 
tended its life beyond the normal 18 
months. 
The 26 tapes total 35 listening hours 
and are designed to enlighten the jury 
about key events in the IO months after 
the June, 1972, break-in. Also to be 
introduced into evidence was a diary of 
Nixon’s appointments for June 23, 
showing that he and Haldeman met for 
ll minutes. 
The June 23 tape quotes Nixon as 
approving a plan to thwart the FBI 
investigation of the break-in at 
Democratic National Committee 
headquarters. Most of the other tapes 
involve conversations in April 1973 
right before two of Nixon’s top 
assistants, Haldeman and defendant 
John D. Ehrlichman, resigned and a 
third. John W. Dean III, was fired. 


Nixon reportedly kept the existence 
of the June 23 tape a secret even from 
his own lawyer, James D. St. Clair, 
until last Aug. 5, just a few days before 
he became the first president to resign. 
The published transcript of the June 
23 tape quotes Haldeman: “Now on the 
investigation, 
you 
know, 
the 
Democratic break-in thing, we’re back 
in the problem area because the FBI is 
not under control... their investigation 
is now leading into some productive 
areas.” 
Haldeman notes a suggestion from 
former Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell, 
another defendant, that “the way to 
handle this now is for us to have 
(Deputy CIA Director Vernon A.) Wal­ 
ters call (then Acting FBI Director) 
Pat Gray and just say, ‘Stay the hell 
out of this — this is ah, business here 
we don’t want you to go any further on 
it.’” 
Nixon responds to his onetime chief 
of staff by saying, “They (the CIA) 
should call the FBI in and (unin­ 


telligible) don’t go any further into this 
case, period,” according to the White 
House transcript. 
To supplement the tapes, Walters 
was scheduled to testify, as he has in 
other forums, that he then complied 
with the White House request and 
asked Gray to keep the FBI away from 
investigating checks traced to one of 
the original burglars.

The other cover-up defendants are 
former Nixon re-election committee 
lawyers Robert ,C. Mardian and 
Kenneth W. Parkinson. 
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per cent share of their countries’ oil 
production which they sell back to the 
oil companies or to other purchasers.

Elsewhere in the Middle East: 
The United States and Egypt signed 
an agreement for the sale of 200,000 
tons of American wheat to Egypt for 
$38.7 million, to be paid for over 20 
years at 3 per cent interest. This 
supplements an earlier U.S. sale of 
100,000 tons for $17.5 million. Officials 
said the 200,000 tons will be .4 per cent 
of the American harvest this year. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, 
in Cairo for the signing, said the United 
States would also provide Egypt with 
$10 million worth of tobacco and 60,000 
bales of cotton. 
The Israeli government announced a 
drastic austerity program to rebuild 
its foreign currency reserves so it can 
continue to buy arms. The program 
includes a 43 per cent devaluation in 
the pound, increases in the prices of 
food, gasoline and electricity, a wage 
freeze, import curbs and new taxes. 
Hundreds rioted in a Tel Aviv slum 
area in protest, but Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin warned that more severe 
measures will come soon. 
“Arms have poured into the Arab 
countries and we have had to confront 
this increased strength,” he said in a 
televised speech. 
Israel’s arch foe, guerrilla chief 
Yasir Arafat, said that only the United 
States can prevent a new Middle East 
war by halting “unconditional aid” to 
the Jewish state.

Liberation Organization said that 
another Middle East war is inevitable: 
“I can see it. I can touch it.” 
The only way to avert it, he said, is 
for America to “stop its joint planning 
with Israel.” Arafat was interviewed 
somewhere in ^barton. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A na­ 
tionwide coal strike will begin just 
after midnight tonight and a top of­ 
ficial of the United Mine Workers 
predicted today that the walkout will 
last about three weeks. 
Most coal mines already were shut 
for the Veteran’s Day holiday while 
union and industry negotiators con­ 
tinued efforts to resolve differences 
over a new contract. 
As he arrived for today’s bargaining 
session, UMW Vice President Mike 
Trbovich said failure to reach an 
agreement before tonight’s official 
strike deadline will prolong the walk­ 
out at least another week beyond the 
union’s earlier twoweek forecast. 
“By not coming up with a contract 
last night or early this morning, I think 
we’re in for a three-week strike,” 
Trbovich told reporters. He said the 
major obstacle holding up a settlement 
is the economic package dealing with 
wages, pensions, sick pay and other 
benefits. 
Only a few non-economic issues 
remained and the union official said 
these will be resolved. 
Trbovich said if the negotiators get 
their “heads together I think we can 
get something by the end of the week.” 
Both Guy Farmer, the chief industry 
negotiator, and UMW President 
Arnold Miller said after Sunday night’s 
session that they were getting closer to 
an agreement but indicated that it still 
was several days away. 


Each day of delay will further 
prolong the strike, now expected to last 
at 
least two weeks. That’s the 
estimated time required for miners to 
vote on any tentative pact. 
The government says a walkout of 
any longer duration will begin to force 
production cutbacks in other in­ 
dustries and result in layoffs of 
thousands of workers. 
A strike is unavoidable because of 
the UMW’s “no contract, no work” 
tradition, and because ratification of 
any settlement would require about IO 
days. Thus, the length of the walkout 
depends on the negotiators’ ability to 
hammer out a new agreement that will 
win rank-and-file approval. The cur­ 
rent contract expires at 12:01 a.rn. 
Tuesday. 
After furious last minute stockpiling 
Saturday, most coal mines were idle 
Sunday and are expected to remain so 
until the union’s 120,000 members ap­ 
prove a new contract. Were the mines 
to work today — Veteran’s Day — the 
companies would have to pay triple 
wages under holiday provisions of the 
current pact. 
The negotiators met until ll p.m. 
Sunday before recessing for the night, 
the latest they have worked in nearly a 
week. 
As he emerged from the talks, 


Farmer said he thought it would be 
midweek before a settlement was 
worked out. Earlier, he had been 
hopeful of an agreement over this past 
weekend. 
Several industries — notably 
railroads and steel companies — are 
expected to feel the initial effect of the 
strike. 
The Norfolk & Western Railway, the 
nation’s second largest coal hauler. 


has already announced plans for 
layoffs once present coal stockpiles at 
mines have been shipped. And, the 
Penn Central, the largest rail carrier, 
says it stands to lose $5 million a week 
during the strike. 
Interior Department officials say a 
strike of only two weeks would cut 
steel production by 25 per cent, with a 
cutback of up to 70 per cent forecast if 
the walkout continued into December. 


A drop in steel production would 
ripple through the auto, appliance and 
construction industries. Electric 
power companies have coal reserves 
of several weeks but a long strike 
would eventually begin to have serious 
consequences. 
The government estimates that 
400,000 workers will lose their jobs 
after four weeks of a coal strike and 1.7 
million after eight weeks. 
Big Steel Fears UMW Walkout 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The steel 
industry, bolstered by a no-strike 
agreement with steelworkers and 
headed toward record profits through 
the first three quarters of 1974, faces a 
major threat from the impending coal 
strike. 
The consensus of industry analysts 
was that if the strike lasts more than 
two weeks, layoffs of thousands of 
steelworkers will begin and production 
will be curtailed significantly. 
Coal company and union rep­ 
resentatives have been meeting in 
Washington and reported progress 
Sunday night toward an agreement. 
But a settlement was not likely until 
midweek, after the start of a nation­ 
wide strike. The miners’ contract ex­ 
pires at midnight tonight. 
Even if a tentative agreement is 
reached, rank-and-file members must 
approve it before the strike ends under 
the union’s no contract-no work tra­ 
dition. Ratification is expected to take 
eight to IO days. 
The coal strike would be especially 
costly to the steelmakers if it causes 
shutdowns. 
During shutdowns, the companies 
face rapidly rising costs for taxes, 
bonded indebtedness and machinery 
depreciation. And the cost of closing 
down before and restarting after a 
strike can be staggering. 
That’s why the no-strike agreement 
signed last spring with the million- 
member United Steelworkers Union 
was especially significant. 
While 
most 
companies 
were 
reluctant to discuss their coal reserves 
for competitive reasons, the American 
Iron and Steel Institute estimated the 
industrywide coal stockpile at about 30 
days’ supply with half the steelmakers 
with less than 20 days’ supply on hand. 
Contingency plans vary among 
steelmakers, who consume one of 
every six tons of coal mined. 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. says it 
will operate normally for the first 
week and reassess the situation after 
that. 
U.S. Steel Corp., the nation’s largest 
producer, plans to slow production by 
25 per cent immediately and 50 per 
cent if the strike goes past two weeks. 


The impact of the strike will be 
minimized in the steel industry if the 
mills can keep operating and avoid the 
costly shutdown and eventual restarts. 
A cutback by steelmakers even­ 
tually would have a crippling effect on 


such 
as 
related 
industries, 
automobiles. 
But power companies would be able 
to stretch their energy supplies 
somewhat by not having to serve the 
steel companies. 
Ford Reported Encouraged 
By Kissinger Mideast Trip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford, preparing for his first official 
journey overseas, says Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger returned 
from his 17-country trip with “very en­ 
couraging” news. 
Ford and Kissinger discussed the 
secretary’s 18-day trip for three hours 
Sunday at Camp David, Md. They plan 
to confer about two hours each day this 
week in preparation for Ford’s Far 
East visit. 
The President and Kissinger depart 
for the Far East next Sunday. Ford 
said he was “looking forward to a 
constructive trip to Japan, South 
Korea and to the Soviet Union.” 
Standing on the White House lawn 
with Kissinger after flying back from 
Camp David, Ford said the secretary 
of state brought back from the Middle 
East “some encouraging news” and 


that Kissinger’s meeting with Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev “was very 
helpful.” 
Kissinger returned to Washington 
Saturday expressing confidence that 
his trip had helped chances for peace 
in the Middle East and agreement with 
the Soviet Union to limit nuclear arms. 
Ford also told newsmen that 
Kissinger’s talks in India, Bangladesh 
and Pakistan had been “very helpful in 
redirecting our policy in that vitally 
important area of the world.” 
Turning to Kissinger, Ford said he 
wanted to “personally thank you, very 
much,” and noted “the superhuman 
effort the secretary has made.” 
Kissinger spent the first four days of 
his trip in Moscow and then made a 
swing through Italy, Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan, Syria, Israel, Iran and 
Syria.

Milton R. Young holds a 240-vote lead 
over former Gov. William L. Guy, a 
Democrat, in the race for Young’s 
Senate seat. Five of the 53 county 
canvassing boards have yet to turn in 
official tabulations, but are expected 
to do so by Tuesday. Young, 76, said 
Sunday: “The uncertainty of it all is 
the worst part.” 
NEW HAMPSHIRE: In the Senate 
race, Republican Rep. Louis C. 
Wyman held a 335-vote lead out of 
220,000 cast over Democrat John A. 
Durkin, a former State Insurance 
Commissioner. They face a recount. 
ALASKA: 
Jay 
Hammond, 
a 
Republican, had a 661-vote margin 
over Democratic Gov. William A. 
Egan, whom he is seeking to unseat, as 
questioned ballots in the Anchorage 
area were counted. Still unreported 
were a few absentee ballots and the 
returns from four villages. 
LOUISIANA: Officials have refused 
to certify the race in the 6th 
Congressional District and say they 
will refuse to do so until there is a court 
ruling on a count from a voting ma­ 
chine that may have malfunctioned. If 
the machine’s tally is allowed, 
Republican W. Henson Moore would 
defeat Democrat Jeff I ^aGaze by five 


votes. Without the machine’s vote, La- 
Caze would win by 195 votes. 
NEBRASKA: Virgina Smith, a 
Republican, leads by 24 votes over 
Democrat Wayne Ziebarth in the 
state’s 3rd Congressional District. 
However, 
votes 
from 
heavily 
populated Lincoln and Hall counties 
remain to be tabulated. Neither is the 
incumbent. 
MAINE: David Emery, a Re­ 
publican, leads by less than 600 votes 
over four-term Democratic Rep. Peter 
N. Kyros in the state’s 1st District, 
lawyers for both men have agreed to a 
recount which will begin today and is 
expected to take a week to eight days.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford faces increased pressures from 
both left and right, from Democrats 
and Republicans, as a result of last 
week’s off-year elections. 
And the cross-currents already 
developing could complicate his 1976 
election plans, should he carry out his 
announced intention of seeking a full 
presidential term. 
On one hand, Democrats contend 
that their sweeping electoral pickups 
were the result of voter demand for 
more forceful leadership in govern­ 
ment, particularly in dealing with the 
nation’s troubled economy. 
They seem certain to push that view 
when the 94th Congress convenes in 
January, and there are indications the 
liberal wing of Ford’s own party will 
lend some support. 
On the other hand, 
Republican 
conservatives 
led 
by 
retiring 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan were 
already restive because of Ford’s 
selection of Nelson A. Rockefeller for 
vice president and his proposal for 
conditional amnesty to Vietnam-era 
military dissenters. 
Although the biggest losers in the 
election were hard-line GOP con­ 
servatives, Sen. James L. Buckley, 
Con-R-N.Y., insisted Friday “there is 
no 
evidence 
that 
conservative 
positions were in any way questioned 
by the voters.” 
For the moment, Ford is standing 
pat. Top officials say they don’t see 
any 
plan 
to 
change 
the 
ad­ 


m inistration’s 
approach 
to 
the 
economic situation. 
Over the longer run, that stance 
could bring trouble in Congress and 
with the public. If Congress develops 
any momentum for economic initiative 
at all, Ford could wind up in the 
position of seeming to block it, unless 
he comes up with proposals beyond 
those offered to date. 


But if Ford begins to act by adopting 
such 
proposals 
as 
wage-price 
guidelines to curb inflation or stepped 
up federal spending to meet recession, 
he faces problems with the Republican 
conservatives. 
Whatever their fate last Tuesday, 
Republican conservatives still com­ 
mand considerable strength within the 
GOP as a result of the gradual shift of 
Republican power toward the South 
and the West. 


Reagan himself plans to embark on 
a nationwide speaking tour next year. 
He is hinting a 1976 presidential bid, 
regardless of whether Ford runs. 
There are some doubts that Ford will 
run if economic conditions are poor.

Senate Finance Committee meets 
today to examine a House-passed bill 
establishing a housing agency with 
authority to issue bonds and make 
housing loans. 
Leaders have called for a full-blown 
working session of the General 
Assembly Tuesday with the ex­ 
pectation of completing action on the 
measure in one day. 
House Speaker A. G. Lancione, D-99 
Bellaire, said he will seek to put an 
emergency clause on the bill so that it 
might bring relief sooner to the state's 
ravaged housing industry. 
Non-emergency measures don’t go 
into effect for 90 days. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan and a special 
com m ittee 
of 
senators 
and 
representatives recommended that the 
legislature be called out of recess to 
act on the bill. 
The lawmakers quit last summer, 
but have been meeting monthly in 
skeleton 
sessions 
to 
keep 
the 
legislature technically alive until the 
end of the year. 
The new assembly elected Nov. 5 
convenes Jan. 6. 
Lancione and Senate Majority 
Leader Theodore M. Gray, R-3 
Columbus, said they want to try to 
limit the Tuesday session to the 
housing bill. 
They were believed to feel now is not 
the time, with the legislature in lame 
duck status along with Gilligan, to 
open the door to consideration of other 
legislative and state problems. 
The session was delayed until after 
the election because Gray reportedly 
felt members might come into town 
more interested in using it for a 
campaign forum than for legislating.

Development Administration. 


ERDA did not begin life as 
an infant.

As a result, it appears 
a large part of ERDA’s efforts 
will be spent on nuclear 
energy.

When In Rome 


NEW YORK - Holding the World 
Food Conference in Rome was as 
thoughtless as assigning a rabbit to 
guard the lettuce patch. Romans are 
the most-fed people in the world. One 
cannot throw a teaspoon of zabaglione 
or an osso buco without hitting a first 
class restaurant. Italian businessmen 
speed home at noon at 130 kilometers 
an hour to consume lunches that would 
have felled Julius Caesar. The sound of 
food being chomped at any of the 
“‘original” Alf redos can be heard all 
the way to Leonardo da Vinci airport, 
accompanied by delicate a1 dente 
nuances from Hosteria del Orso and 
George’s. 
Thus it was against the background 
of deliciously aromatic specialities, 
snow-topped with fragrant Parmesan, 
that Henry Kissinger rose to warn the 
lukewarm 
assembly 
of 
2,500 
delegates: “ World population is 
projected to double by the end of the 
century. It is clear that we must meet 
the food need that this entails. But it is 
equally clear that population cannot 
continue indefinitely to double every 
generation. At some point, we will 
inevitable exceed the earth’s capacity 
to sustain human life.” He proposed a 
5-point share-the-food plan. 
The delegates, having just returned 
from lunch — cocktails, lasagna, 
cutlets Milanese, peas in butter, salad, 
fruit and wine — gave the Secretary of 
State a minimum of applause. One of 
the delegates, Iowa’s Nobel Prize- 
Winner Dr. Norman E. Borlaug, 
probably 
the 
world’s 
greatest 
authority on wheat, suggested that 
Kissinger and a dozen other top people 
at the conference lock themselves in a 
room and go ten days without food. Dr. 
Borlaug thought that they would 
emerge with a much better un­ 
derstanding of how to fight the scourge 
of hunger that has stricken much of the 
world. 
As a working figure, the delegates 
chose 1,000,000 as the number of people 
facing imminent death from star­ 
vation. A British lady scientist 
suggested that if everybody on earth 
ate one less hamburger a week, in­ 
cluding 
vegetarian 
pygmies, 
presumably, everything might turn 
out fine. No one seemed to have 
seconded her motion. 
Another good reason for not holding 
the conference in Rome was the fact 
that Italy didn’t have a government — 
not that that makes a lot of difference 
in Italy. But it’s sticky — from a 
protocol standpoint — not to have a 
guy in a sash and balancing a silk hat 
on his noggin shaking hands at the 
airport. Must have offended the mute 
millions of 
India, 
Bangladesh, 
Ethiopia, and the countries that lie 
baked and barren along the southern 
boundaries of the Sahara. The

Assembly hall — one of Mussolini's 
monuments to himself for defeating 
Haile Selassie — was furnished just 
about the time the first limousine 
arrived. Except for the kitchen, 
naturally. 
By a stark coincidence, on the day of 
Kissinger’s fine clarion call to other fat 
nations to help us support one of 
history’s finest shows of brotherhood, 
Michigan agricultural officials or­ 
dered the slaughter of 5,000 more beef 
and dairy cattle that had nibbled at 
feed senselessly contaminated by a 
fire retarded. And in Minnesota, 150 
farmers, protesting low livestock 
prices, killed core than 300 cattle, hogs 
and sheep and kicked or bulldozed the 
carcasses into an open ditch.

In New York last Tuesday, Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson was defeated by Hugh 
Carey for not saying anything — 
anything about Watergate or the 
pyrotechnical patronage of his 
predecessor, Rocky. 
— Jerseyites rejected Las Vegas- 
type gambling by a margin of more 
than a million. Had they not, Atlantic 
City would have been transfigured 
from the site of the annual convention

Walkout 


COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) - Bus 
service connecting Northern Kentucky 
with Cincinnati was suspended Sunday 
after members of the Amalgamated 
Transit Union walked off their jobs. 
The walkout involved drivers and 
maintenance employes. 
The local union rejected a new 
contract late Saturday with the Transit 
Authority of Northern Kentucky 
(TANK). 
Both the union and transit company 
called action a wildcat strike. 
The union’s old, two-year contract 
expired at midnight Saturday. Union 
members are reported seeking a pay 
hike of about 60 cents per hour which 
would lift th$ir wages to $5.01 an hour 
and equal the salary received by 
Queen City Metro drivers in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
TANK, a public transit authority, 
operates in Boone, Campbell and 
Kenton counties. 
George Grady, chairman of TANK, 
said he was advised that no strike vote 
was taken by the union’s 140 members 
“and no strike has been authorized by 
the international union.” 
James Cummins, president of Local 
628 of the Transit Union, 
said 
executives of the local are “recom­ 
mending that our people go back to 
work.”

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Latter I Coleman, M D. 


I’m 67 and my circulation is bad. My 
feet get cold even when the weather is 
not particularly cold. Are there any 
exercises to improve circulation? 
Mr. T. F.,Iowa 
Dear Mr. F.: 
My very first question is: DO YOU 
SMOKE? If you do, neither exercise 
nor medication will compensate for the 
spasms and the added narrowing of the 
blood vessels created by tobacco. 
At your age, there is always some 
narrowing of the blood vessels which 
impairs normal circulation. Cir­ 
culation can be measured to see if 
there is an adequate amount of blood 
going to the tips of the fingers and toes. 
Special instruments similar to the 
blood pressure machine can measure 
the pulsations of the smaller arteries 
to the legs and feet. 
Every avenue of study must be taken 
to see if there is an underlying reason 
for your poor circulation. In the ab­ 
sence of these, special exercises will 
increase circulation. 
A person lying flat on his back 
elevates his legs for about 30 seconds, 
until the toes seem to become slightly 


pale, or balanched. Then he sits with 
his legs dangling over the side of the 
bed, moving his legs backwards and 
forwards for about two minutes, until 
the normal pinkish color appears. 
Finally, he lies flat for about five 
minutes. This cycle is repeated in a 
few minutes. The exercise should be 
done about three times a day. 
These exercises are excellent for 
increasing circulation to the ex­ 
tremities. 
They do not, however, remove un­ 
derlying causes.

Dear Miss W.: 
lf poor vision is identified with an 
established vitamin A deficiency then 
the use of this vitamin is essential. 
In the absence of any vitamin A 
deficiency, 
a 
visit

A general word of caution: Some 
vitamins, such as A and D, can be 
harmful if taken in large quantities.

Dear Editor: 
It was 56 years ago today Nov. lith 
that the Armistice was signed to end 
World War I and this year the same 
date happens to be Monday, which 
reminded me of the excitement and 
happiness it brought to all the soldiers 
overseas and the French people. 
I was fortunate to be one of the 
soldiers who was stationed in Paris 
and had the pleasure of participating 
in the celebration. I happen to have the 
letter that I sent to my parents after 
this eventful day and thought that 
some of the readers of The Herald 
would enjoy reading some of the 
contents of the letter. 
“This is the first time that I have 
written to you since the war is over. 
How do you feel now to know that I am 
safe and will be home some of these 
days. I guess you had quite a 
celebration in Chillicothe to celebrate 
the Victory, and there was much ex­ 
citement. I wish that I could tell you all 
that happened here, but there is too 
much to relate. I never saw the like in 
all of my life and never expect to see 
anything like it again. I am glad that I 
am in Paris at this time, for I can see 
just what Victory means to France 
after four years of war. It was no doubt 
the most joyous day that France ever 
had . . . and one that they will never 
forget after all the years of suffering. 
To have peace come to them threw the 
people into a wild state of joy. The 
streets were crowded all day long and 
long into the night. 
“ Excitement was everywhere, 
crowds yelling, singing and making all 
sorts of noises. It was a wonderful 
experience. We didn’t work on Monday 
afternoon and Tuesday, so we had 
plenty of time to enjoy the Victory. The 
French girls were so happy over the 
Victory that they wanted to kiss all of 
the American Soldiers, and I dare say 
that I was the victim of several French 
beauties. It was a free for all affair and 
nobody escaped. All the Boulevard 
lights were lighted and searchlights 
beamed from the Eifel Tower. I was 
all in by Wednesday and had no am­ 
bition to work, but the War was over 
and nobody cared. 
“There was a big Alsace-Lorraine 
celebration on Sunday and they 
estimated about 150,000 people par­ 
ticipated in the celebration. There 
were soldiers of many countries in the 
parade, who were fighting for France 
during the war and many Bands. As 
the soldiers marched down the 
Champs-Elysees airplanes were flying 
above the full length of the Avenue. 
“As you know France lost Alsace- 
Lorraine to the Germans during the 
1870 war and they now knew that it 


would again be French territory. The 
Alsace-Lorraine, monument in the 
Place De La Concorde was covered 
with flowers to end the period of 
mourning during these many years. 
“I suppose that the next big 
celebration will be when peace is 
declared and the chains will be taken 
from around the Arch De Triumpe and 
the Victorias troops will march under 
the arch. 
“According to the newspapers they 
expect President Wilson over here to 
attend the peace conference. The 
French people will surely give him a 
rousing welcome as there is nobody so 
dear to them than the President. 
“I haven’t any idea when I will start 
home. It may not be until next spring. 
Since I am working in the disbursing 
office I do not expect to be home very 
soon. No one knows what will be done 
about getting the boys home. This is 
the only thing that now worries the 
soldiers, but I will be ready when they 
tell me to pack up.” 
When I stated in my letter that I 
would not be home until next spring 
proved to be about right. I left Paris 
April 17, 1919 and went by train to 
Marseilles. I embarked on an Italian 
ship April 22 and went through the 
Mediterrain Sea to Gibralter. I was 
there two days before leaving for New 
York where I landed May 7 and was 
stationed at Camp Mills and tran s­ 
ferred 
to 
Camp 
Sherman, 
Chillicothe. I was happy to be back 
home but it took a week to be 
processed before discharge and on 
May 241 ended my career as a soldier 
in WW I.

Charcoal Insole 
Eliminates Odor 


WEST PALM BEACH (AP)-Two 
Florida podiatrists report that foot 
odor can be helped to be eliminated for 
the first time, via a recently 
marketed product that is the first to 
use a cushioned insole featuring latex 
impregnated with billions of particles 
of activated charcoal. 


Dr. R. J. Prochaska and Dr. P.W. 
Rausch, who coordinated clinical 
tests, said the cushioned insole worked 
because it “effectively removed the 
causes of the condition, rather than 
‘covering’ the odor cosmetically, or 
acting as a temporary bacteria 
‘stopper.’ ” 
Dr. Herbert Lapidus, director of 
research and development for a foot 
care products manufacturer, said the 
charcoal particles possess a huge 
capacity to pick up and trap odors 
while the latex absorbs perspiration. 


He noted that the charcoal particles 
are “hungry” to bond chemically with 
the odor molecules, thereby providing 
a unique odor-eating system.

Brown Sets 
Loan Case 
Court Appeal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown says he is 
confident the 10th District Court of 
Appeals will overturn a lower court 
ruling that Ohio cannot recover $14 
million in defaulted loans from two 
former state officials or their bonding 
companies. 
Judge Jack Young ruled last week 
that neither former Treasurer John D. 
Herbert nor his investment officer, 
Robert Gardner, was guilty of negli­ 
gence in making the loans. 
Young, who came out of retirement 
on assignment to hear a suit filed by 
Brown, also criticized the attorney 
general for failing to take quick action 
to recover the losses. 
The loans in question were two-year 
loans made to the Four Seasons 
Nursing Centers of America for $4 
million and King Resources, Inc., for 
$8 million. Both firms later went 
broke. 
Young said Brown should have sued 
both firms and his failure to do so 
within 20 months was “indefensible.” 
He also criticized Board of Deposits 
action in 1970 that prohibited Herbert 
from disposing of any investments at a 
loss. 
‘‘We feel Judge Young was wrong in 
his reasoning, that he felt 20 months 
was too long since the loans were made 
for the suit to be filed.. . , ” Brown said. 
The judge found that the ‘‘dilatory 
action or inaction by the attorney 
general’s office negated any offense 
which the treasurer may have com­ 
mitted, as did the order of the Board of 
Deposits.” 
Glenn Sees 
Unhappiness 
By Voters 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Senator-elect 
John Glenn, D-Ohio, said the election 
last week indicated voter disen­ 
chantment over events of the past year 
and ‘‘a lot of unhappiness with the way 
things are going, too.” 
But Glenn, appearing on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press,” said he did not view 
the increase in Democratic control of 
Congress as a “mandate to take over 
the country.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- Ohio’s 
new $3 million firemen’s training 
academy, nearly two years from a 
formal opening, isn’t being set up to do 
away with local training programs, 
Ohio’s fire marshal says. 
"There has been a lot of confusion 
and misunderstanding about the 
academy,” said state Fire Marshal 
David Lucht. 
“We’re not out to abolish local 
training programs. We want to expand 
and enhance them.” 
First priority, he said, will be to 
determine what Ohio needs in fire 
training and to establish such 
programs. 
Bus Crash 
Injures 20 
Near Indy 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP)-A bus with 
40 football fans aboard overturned at a 
highway interchange just east of here 
Sunday night, injuring 20 occupants, 
authorities said. 
One person, J.R. Schwab of 
Indianapolis, was listed in critical 
condition at Community Hospital in 
Indianapolis. 
The bus was chartered by In­ 
dianapolis radio station WIBC and was 
returning to the Hoosier capital from a 
Cincinnati Bengal’s home football 
game in Ohio. 


A Marion County sheriff’s deputy 
said the accident happened at 9:41 
p.m. as the bus turned from Interstate 
465 onto Interstate 70. 
Also admitted to Community were 
Judy Gootee, 35, Indianapolis, and 
William Russell, Indianapolis. 
Mrs. Gootee was listed in fair con­ 
dition with facial cuts and Russell was 
in serious condition with head and 
shoulder injuries. Schwab was said to 
be in shock suffering from head in­ 
juries. 
Thirty-eight persons were taken to 
Community and one to Methodist 
Hospital in downtown Indianapolis. It 
was not immediately known how many 
were admitted. 
Authorities said the driver, Gy de F. 
Jordan, 49, Indianapolis, told them his 
steering went out and the bus went out 
of control on a rain-slick exit ramp. 
The vehicle laid on its side for about 
30 minutes and several passengers 
were trapped inside. 


Lucht 
said 
the 
five-building 
academy in suburban Reynoldsburg 
will be open on a tuition basis to all 
professional and volunteer firemen, 
and also will train in “the advanced 
techniques of fire-fighting, manage­ 
ment and administration, arson in­ 
vestigation and other areas where we 
believe a lot is lacking.” 
The academy is scheduled to go into 
operation in the summer of 1976. 
Lucht said “the main thrust of the 
academy will be to determine the total 
needs of the state and train and 
educate fire fighters, a real effort to 
reduce the loss of life and property 
from fire.” 
Ohio has an estimated 44,000 
firemen, 75 per cent of them unpaid 
volunteers who now get a basic 36-hour 
training course. Professional firemen 
are required under present law to re­ 
ceive a minimum of 160 hours. 
Most of the current training is done 
locally. The training is designed to 
enable recruits to meet standards set 
by the state Department of Education, 
Lucht said. 
Local governments are under 
pressure to provide training by the 
Insurance Services Office of Ohio, an 
organization of private insurance 
companies which sets rates for in­ 
surance around the state. The office 


sets lower insurance rates when 
training is provided. 
The state regulates the office. 
Ground-breaking for the academy, 
which is financed by state and federal 
revenue sharing money 50-50, almost 
coincided with the enactment by 
Congress of a bill establishing a U.S. 
Fire 
Prevention 
and 
Control 
Administration in the Department of 
Commerce. 
President Ford signed the act late 
last month. 
“It went almost unnoticed,” said 
I^ucht. “It’s about the same thing we 
want to do, only on a national basis. It 
represents a real $57 million effort, the 
greatest ever made to promote fire 
safety.”

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Live Bait Best 
For Fishing Now

There’s more to my friend Bob 
M arker’s fish story than just a yam 
about the big one that got away. 
Marker and his brother, Jack, were 
casting artificial lures in a farm pond 
last week near their hometown of 
Greenville in Darke County. 
As insurance, Jack dunked a night 
crawler from a bobber on a second rod 
lying on shore. 
The Indian summer afternoon was 
warm and bright. Fishing was slow but 
the pace changed abruptly when Jack 
saw his unattended rod sliding toward 
the water. 
The dancing bobber was evidence 
that a good fish was on the line. 
Jack grabbed the rod and fought the 
lunker briefly until it pulled free, 
leaving a six-inch bluegill on the hook. 
Both men saw the big fish, a hefty 
largemouth bass, before it escaped. 
The bluegill apparently had hooked 
itself while tasting the worm. The bass 
was sampling the bluegill when it 
almost took the hook, too. 
The lesson? Live bait. 
In spring and fall, fish feed heavily, 
but slowly. If they’ve been chased by 
fisherm en all sum m er they are 
especially difficult to fool. 
Pond and lake vegetation is dying 
back now so natural forage fish are 
more vulnerable. A bass is likely to 
favor food that approximates its 
regular diet. 
Bass will remain reasonably active 
until water tem peratures dip below 50 
degrees, which means that plenty of 
water across Ohio still is fishable. 
In addition to natural baits, patience 
is more a necessity than a mere virtue 
at this time of year. 
That was evident one late fall af­ 
ternoon as I dabbled worms for panfish 
in a gin-clear reservoir. 
Having hooked a small bluegill I was 


lazily reeling it in . A small bass moved 
from behind a rock and smashed the 
helpless prey. Instead of gulping it 
down, however, the bass opened its 
mouth and dropped the wriggling 
morsel. 
The sequence was repeated several 
times. The bass never let the bluegill 
swim off and always held it momen­ 
tarily as if to crush it before freeing it 
Finally, the bass swallowed the 
stunned fish and I reeled them both in. 
Had I impatiently set the hook sooner I 
would have caught only the bluegill.

Anderson, Bengals Stop Steelers, 17-10

On a day when two National Football 
league quarterbacks bordering on 40 
years of age were pitching it up there 
with the best of them, young Ken 
Anderson proved to be just that — the 
best of them. 
Anderson, who was eight years old 
when Sonny Jurgensen and hen 
Dawson each stepped back into the 
N FL pocket for the first time in 1957, 
put on a dazzling display of passing 
accuracy to lead the Cincinnati 
Bengals to a 17-10 victory over the 
Pittsburgh Steelers Sunday. 
Anderson, 25 and in his fourth pro 
season out of tiny Augustana College, 
completed 15 of his first 16 passes to set 
a consecutive completion record of 16 
over two games and 20 of 22 passes — a 
new N FL efficiency record. 
“ Anderson was superb,” said Cin­ 
cinnati (^oach Paul Brown. “ But then, 
that’s the way he usually is.” 
But threading his passes through the 
Steelers’ defense wasn’t all Anderson 
was called on to do. He also sprinted to 
the sidelines to make a victory-saving 
tackle on Mike Wagner after the 
Steeler safety had scooped up a loose 
ball in the fourth quarter and was 
racing toward the game-tying touch­ 
down.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio State football Coach 
Woody Hayes blames the top- 
ranked Buckeyes’ 16-13 loss to 
Michigan State on dirty 
tactics by the Spartans and 
poor officiating. 
“ In practice we don’t ex­ 
pect dirty football,” the 
volatile coach said on his 
weekly television program 
late Saturday night. “ You 
can’t run your plays when you 
can’t get your center off the 
ground.” 
Hayes 
charged 
that 
members of the Michigan 
State squad held down his 
players in an attempt to keep 
the Buckeyes from running a 
final play from just short of 
the goalline in Saturday’s 
regionally televised game at 
East Lansing. 
And Hayes contended the 
officials erred in not calling 
time. 
“ There were 26 seconds left 
and we couldn’t get one play 
off,” the Ohio State coach 
said. “ They (the Spartans) 
kept us down on the ground. 
We couldn’t get our men up.” 
Hayes charged that Steve 
Myers, his center, was held 
by the facemask to keep him 
on the ground. 
“ When there’s that much of 
a pileup, the officials should 
call a time out,” Hayes said. 
“That’s where they blew it. 
“ I bitterly resent there was 
no effort to get our players 
unpiled. It was grossly unfair 
to our players. 
“ I may be bitter toward 
officials, but there are too 
many games decided by 
officials,” he said. 
Several Ohio State players 
appeared on the television 
show, and Hayes asked Scott 
Dannelley if he had been held. 
“ Otto Smith was holding 
me 
down,” 
Dannelley 
replied. “ He had my legs and 
hanHa.’* 


Quarterback 
Cornelius 
Greene, asked by Hayes why 
he didn’t run a play before 
time expired, said, “ No. 71 
was holding Scott down. I 
tried to help him get up.” 


Although 
Hayes 
has 
steadfastly refused to call 
this the greatest team in his 
24 seasons at Ohio State, he 
told his television audience: 


“ Up until today, I thought it 
was our greatest team, espe­ 
cially on offense. 


“ A great, great season was 
smashed to smithereens. Now 
we’ve got to get ready to play 
two more great games and 
see where that takes us.”

The November meeting of the 
Pickaway County Easter Seal Society 
was held in the meeting room of the 
Historical Society. 
New members and guests were 
welcomed by Mrs. Ida Warren, 
president. 
The 
secretarial 
and 
treasurer’s reports were approved, 
with a total of $164 58 having been 
realized from the recent yard sale. 
In the absence of Mrs. Patty Kirk­ 
wood, executive secretary, Mrs. 
Warren presented an informative 
program regarding the services and 
background of the Easter Seal Society. 
She stated that the Society was 
founded by Edgar .Allen of Elyria, in 
1919, in order to make it possible to 
provide care for the crippled and 
physically handicapped. 
Since that time, through the help of 
many thousands of volunteers, it has 
been continuously growing and its 
services expanding. It was through the 
efforts of the 30 members in our local 
unit that the goal of $10,000 set for the 
1974 campaign was surpassed and over 
75 per cent of these receipts remain 
here in the county to meet the needs of 
the handicapped in our own com­ 
munity. The Easter Seal Society’s 
program is financed by voluntary 
contributions received through the 
Easter Seal Campaign, memorial 
donations and various fund-raising 
projects. 
In the past year, the equipment loan 
service has been expanded with the 
purchase of eight wheelchairs, two of 
which required special features to 
accommodate a particular disability. 
Other major expenditures included 
providing orthopedic shoes for seven 
people with foot disorders, special 
braces for seven clients, a special 
walker with attached seat, several 
traction belts and helping with the cost 
of a hearing aid. The Society helped 


with medication purchases, in some 
cases for prolonged periods of time, 
and 
rented 
equipment 
when 
necessary. 
Four young people and one adult 
were sponsored to attend summer 
camp for the handicapped. A con­ 
tribution of $300 was made to the 
Franklin County Easter Seal Center to 
help defray the therapy expenses for 
several Pickaway County children 
attending there, and a donation of $100 
assisted I^arry Stant’s advance to the 
Wheelchair Olympics. Also, some of 
our handicapped were entertained at a 
Christmas Party and at the Pumpkin 
Show. 
Although the Society would like to be 
able to help in all of the requests 
received, due to the unlimited ex­ 
penditures they could present, it is 
unable to assist in the areas of doctor’s 
fees, hospital fees, dental work and 
eyeglass purchases. In such cases the 
client is referred to other agencies 
handling his particular need. The aim 
and purpose of the local Society is to 
assist all of the handicapped, whether 
permanent or temporary, to enable 
them to be a useful part of their family 
and community. 
A showing of ‘‘Hey, Wait For Me”, a 
movie filmed at Camp Pittenger, the 
Easter Seal sponsored camp for 
crippled children and adults, was 
presented; after which refreshments 
were enjoyed. Serving on the planning 
committee for this meeting were Mrs. 
Helen McGinnis, Mrs. Ruth Goeller, 
Mrs. Merle Collins and Mrs. Patty 
Kirkwood. 
The local Easter Seal Society 
meetings are held the first Tuesday of 
each month and anyone wishing to help 
in their work to assist the handicapped 
is invited to attend.

Abortions 
Raising 
Questions 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — The growing 
number of abortions since the 1973 
Supreme Court decision and new 
surgical techniques have raised a 
question in some legal minds: When 
does abortion become murder? 
A number of prosecutors watched 
Pittsburgh last week for the outcome 
of a coroner’s inquest into allegations 
that an internationally known obstetri­ 
cian aborted a living child in the eighth 
of pregnancy and then allowed it to die. 
Dr. Leonard Laufe, head of ob­ 
stetrics and gynecology at Western 
Pennsylvania 
Hospital, 
was 
exonerated of any criminal respon­ 
sibility in the case on Thursday when 
the coroner’s jury ruled that the child 
was stillborn. 
“With the new surgical techniques 
employed in abortions in the third 
trimester, we are now in an area 
where you can have an abortion with a 
live fetus,” said John Tighe, first 
assistant in the Allegheny County 
district attorney’s office. 
‘‘If the child is bom alive, no matter 
how slender the life, it is entitled to 
protection,” he added. 
Prosecutors in Baltimore and Boston 
were in touch with the Pittsburgh 
prosecutors for guidance in handling 
similiar cases in their cities, Tighe 
said. 


Cuban Embargo 
To Be Lifted 


QUITO, Ecuador (AP) - The 
secretary-general of the Organization 
of American States says he is certain 
the OAS will vote to lift its 10-year-old 
diplomatic and economic sanctions 
against Cuba. 
‘‘We will have the 14 votes,” said 
Galo Plaza. ‘‘All we need now is to 
agree on the precise wording of the 
resolution.” 
Voting could begin tonight at the 
OAS foreign ministers' meeting that 
began Friday. Twenty-one nations are 
entitled to vote, and a two-thirds 
majority is required for action. 
A draft resolution presented by 
Venezuela, Colombia and Costa Rica 
calls for the lifting of the sanctions and 
includes a key clause ‘‘reaffirming the 
principle of nonintervention into the 
affairs of other states.” 
But some diplomats expressed doubt 
that agreement on the wording of the 
resolution would be reached. 
Chile, Uruguay and Paraguay have 
said they will vote against ending 
sanctions. Nicaragua has said it is 
abstaining, and diplomatic sources 
said Haiti, which first was in favor of 
lifting the ban, now may abstain. 
The United States, Brazil, Bolivia 
and Guatemala are still uncommitted. 
But Brazil and Bolivia have indicated 
they are willing to go along with the 
resolution once it gets two-thirds 
support. 
The sanctions were imposed against 
the Cuban regime in 1964 after Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro was accused of 
fomenting revolution in Venezuela. 
In recent years the economic sanc­ 
tions have been largely ignored. Five 
OAS members now have diplomatic 
relations with Cuba. Mexico never 
broke relations. 
U.S. representatives have been 
almost totally silent at the meeting, 
trying not to anger either side.

‘‘The present shortage could clear 
up in three to five years,” he said, 
except for the uncertainties of capital 
shortages and air pollution standards, 
which 
are 
stalling 
increased 
production and consumption. 
The federal government could 
stimulate conversion to coal by taxing 
and regulating industries and utilities 
that remain with other fuels, he said. 
‘‘Some temporary relaxation of clean 
air standards may be necessary,” he 
added. 
Federal assistance in capital could 
come in the form of tax incentives or 
direct subsidies for coal firms that 
want to expand, he suggested. 
As for West Virginia, it could support 
revision 
and 
some 
temporary 
suspension of air pollution standards, 
and could advocate removal of price 
constraints on long-term metullurgical 
coal contracts to free some capital for 
new mines, he said.

Coal Expansion 
Hit By Uncertainty 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (AP) - The 
country has enough coal to satisfy any 
demands at 1972 prices, but un­ 
certainties are preventing expansion 
of production and consumption, a 
federal Energy Administration (FEA) 
official said Sunday. 


Mark Silverman, Region 4 deputy 
administrator, told a legislative in­ 
terim committee on coal mining that 
the Project Independence report to be 
released Tuesday places coal as the 
‘‘primary candidate for occupying the 
crucial role” in the program and 
suggests ‘‘West Virginia should act as 
a prime catalyst.” 


The report for Project Inde­ 
pendence, which aims to decrease the 
country’s dependence on imported 
energy sources, is due on the first day 
of a now-inevitable United Mine 
Workers strike. 
Silverman said the FEA would have 
only the limited role in a strike of 
allocating substitute fuels to industries 
and utilities capable of switching. 


But he said that sufficient substitute 
fuel is not available even to replace 
shortages of natural gas that are ex­ 
pected this winter. 
‘‘We’re going to be in for some very 
severe problems this winter, even 
without a coal strike,” he said. 
Coal’s central role in any American 
energy program is due to its abun­ 
dance, he said; the nation has 350 
years of coal that is minable with 
present technology.
